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62 KILLED IN TEXAS TORNADO

Somo time ago I noticed in your 
paper a small news item about a 
car load of eggs that had been 
shipped from Indiana to Texas. 
The following news item talqen 
from tho Produce Packer will no 
doubt interest your readers as to 
what Texas is sending to Indiana: 
“ Jhe raoverm nt has developed 
some interesting features. The old 
adage that it is a wise son who 
knows his own father could well 
be paraphrased so that it would 
apply to certain phases of the egg 
deal. 
A firm at Fort Wayne, In­ 
diana, took on 52 cars of Texas 
current receipt eggs in new cases 
in the month of March. 
There 
likewise was a goodly movement 
to Abilene, 
Kansas, 
and 
other 
points in the Middle-West. Kansas 
City received more than IOO cars. 
Fayetteville, Ark., operators were 
still taking on Texas eggs 
this 
week, and the meat packers who 
had been the heaviest buyers, were 
shipping steadily to their connec­ 
tions in the North. 
"There is no question 
about 
Texas eggs so far 
being 
good, 
probably just as good as eggs from 
the Middle West. 
But few cases 
of current receipts weigh less than 
65 to 57 pounds to the case. Bet­ 
ter care has been given to eggs 
this year than ever before. They 
appeared to have bien gathered 
daily and marketed daily. The im­ 
provement in a large measure has 
been attributed to th*- growing 
numbers of egg farm s in Texas, 
where quality and production are 
the basis of success. 
Even the 
farm ers 
emed to have taken bet­ 
ter care of their eggs and no long­ 
er leave it to their wives to look 
after th© m arketing of them ."— D.

Achievement in national devel 
opment is coming into its own in 
the way of recognition.

As a result of his success with 
the Poland China litter Howell be­ 
comes the winner of a 325-pound 
bred gilt offered by the Southern 
Pacific Lines through the railroad’s 
agricultural agents, H. M. Madi­ 
son and J. I. McGregor, to the ag 
ricultural club boy on the S. P. 
lines making the best record in 
the Ton Litter Contest 
of 
last 
year. 
This contest was conducted 
under the supervision of E. R. Eu- 
daly, swine husbandman of the Ex 
tension Service, and secretary of 
the Texas Swine Breeders’ Asso­ 
ciation. 
Howell’s actual net profit was 
$90.95. 
The pigs were farrowed 
April 17, 1926. and the 
record 
closed Sept. 17, 1926, at which 
time the official weight of the sev­ 
en pigs was 1888 pounds, or 269 
5-7 pounds each. 
Initial cost of 
the pigs was $35, cost of fe-ed was 
$92.05, and 
Howells 
time 
for 
feeding and care, shown by the 
record to be 180 hours, was valued 
at 10c an hour, or a total of $18 
making the aggregate cost of the 
pigs $145.06. 
Value of the meat 
animals on hand 
or sold totaled 
$236, which showed a net profit

wealthy people in A tlanta, Ga. It 
grew out of 
m isunderstandings 
that threatened to assume the pro­ 
portions of a race riot.

ter class s of both groups real­ 
ized there ought to be a common 
meeting place and a point of con­ 
tact for whites and blacks to ad­ 
just their misunderstandings. 
A committee composed of both 
whites and negroes was 
fornttd 
and through frank and

discussion m atters were soon ad­ 
justed.

throughout the South. 
A practical example of how tin 
committee works is seen in a sit­ 
uation in a sizable Georgia town 
close to Atlanta. 
The rum or was 
spread through the negro section 
that on a certain night the whites 
would raid 
the

section. 
Among the whites was spread the 
rumors that the 
negroes 
were 
planning a raid on 
them. 
Both 
sides armed and a situation was 
created that needed only a spark 
to set off the whole work*. News 
of the situation came to members 
of the Inter-racial Committee. The 
committee was called. 
The whites 
said to the negroes: 
“ W hat is this 
we hear, that the negroes are go 
ing to raid the w hites?” They re 
plied: “ We know nothing of that, 
but our ptople are in their quar­ 
ters now scared to death, afraid of 
a reported raid by the whites. 
M atters were soon adjusted 
and 
quiet prevailed where tht re might 
have been a fearful race riot, had 
there not been a common place of 
meeting of blacks and whites. 
The various departm ents of the 
state governm ent brought reports 
to the group. 
It was 
disclosed 
that Texas leads all the South in 
negro 
education. 
Texas 
spends 
$14 per capita for negro educa­ 
tion and $32 per capita for white 
education.
